Federal Board | Says Regula- 


Investment Dealers. _

WASHINGTON, July 6-—The 
Federal Trade Commission __ today 
made public the regulations for ad- 
ministering the Federal securities 
act and. announced they would 
“place no undue burden either up- 
on general business or upon honest 
and reputable investment dealers.” 

The commission announced the 


act would require that registration 
statements on all securities sold in 
interstate commerce be on file at 
| least 20 days before a security may 
be sold under the act, but that 
registrations could not be accepted 
beforé July 7. 

“In approving the rules,” the 
commission said, “the commission 
had regard for the public interest 
and for the protection of investors 
but endeavored to place no undue 
burden either upon general busi- 
ness or upon honest and reputable 
investment dealers. 

“Forms prescribed by the com- 
mission for the registration state- 
ment will be available upon appli- 
cation within a few days. The 
maximum aggregate price at which 
securities are proposed to be of- 
fered is to be stated and payment 
is to be made of registration fee of 
1-100 of 1 per cent based upon such 
price, the fee not to be less than 
$25.” “ 

The commission said registration 
statements with all the information 
they contained would be available 
for public inspection and that pho- 
tostatic copies would be furnished 
at cost. 

The rules and regulations pro- 
mulgated today apply only to that 
part of the act providing for the 
regulation of interstate security 
sales. 

No reference was made to that 
section of the law which empowers 
the President by proclamation to 
create a corporation of foreign 
bond holders to deal with foreign 
securities held by American in- 
vestors. 

The forms on which corporations 
desiring to issue new securities 
must report are voluminous, mak- 
ing a good-sized pamphlet in them- 
selves. They follow closely the 
minimum requirements for 32 cate- 
gories of information prescribed in 
the law but subdivide this data for 
greater accuracy and clarity.

Two Grocery Chains Here 
Increase Price of Bread 


Kroger and A&P Joined by A. Moll Co. in 
Rises Ranging From 12'% 
to 25 Pct. 


Bread prices were increased 12% 
to 2 per cent yesterday by two 
chain grocers and one large retail 
grocery which makes its own 
bread. No increases have been 
made by the larger independent 


bakeries but officials indicated 
such action is contemplated. 

The Kroger Grocery & Baking 
Co. and the Great Atlantic & Pa- 
cific Tea Co. increased the price of 
their 12-ounce loaf from 4to 5 
cents; 16-ounce, from 5 to 6 cents, 
and 24ounce, from 8 to 9 cents. 
The A. Moll Grocery Co., 5659 Del- 
mar boulevard, now charges 6 cents 
for its former 5-cent 15-ounce loaf 
and 10 cents for its 18-ounce loaf, 
formerly 8 cents. 

Increased cost of ingredients, in- 
cluding flour, sugar, salt, lard and 
milk, was given as the reason for 
the increase. It was pointed out 
that flour has almost doubled in 
price during the past two months 
and that a processing tax under the 
agricultural adjustment act, 
amounting to $1.38 on a 198-pound 


barrel, goes into effect Saturday 
midnight. 


Cummings Says He Will Prosecute 
Bread Profiteers. 
the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Prosecu- 
tion of persons profiteering in bread 
will be started by the Department 
of Justice as soon as conclusive evi- 
dence is obtained. 

Attorney-General Cummings said 
today he was studying complaints 
placed before him by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace that plans had 
been made to increase unduly the 
price of bread in various sections of 
the country.

1932 MARRIAGE RAE 
‘LOWEST ON RECORD 


Less Than Million Ceremonies 
‘ in U. S. First Time in 
21 Years.

WASHINGTON, July 6. — A new 
low mark for marriages, 7.87 for

Whether the figure will increase 


‘(this year may not be known, since 
‘ |there is some doubt as to the con- 
‘ jtinuation of the marriage and di- 
-jvorce statistics service because of 


another threatened economy cut. 

Annual marriage rate statistics 
date back to 1887 and in all that 
time the rate has never before fall- 
en below 8.5 per cent per 1000. 

Miss Alice Hagan, keeper of the 
marriage and divorce statistics, said 
it was safe to claim the 1932 rate 
was a new low record since the 
trend was for the marriage rates 
to get higher the farther back one 
goes into the earlier, 
records. 

Here’s how the marriage rate 
went down from 1929 to 1932: 10.14, 
9.15, 8.54, 7.87. 

Even Nevada Is Hit. 

“Hard times hit even the Ne- 
vada marriage market,” said Miss 
Hagan. 
Due to California’s strict mar- 
riage law, Nevada has hitherto at- 
tracted many marriage seeking 
pairs as well as those desiring di- 
vorces but 1932 showed a 7.1 per 
cent decrease in marriages—and a 
24.2 per cent decrease in divorces. 

The divorce rate was on the up- 
ward climb the entire time from 
1887 until the stock market crash 
of 1929. It has fallen since then, 
however, 4.9 per cent in 1930, 4.1 
per cent in 1931, and 4.1 per cent 
in the 1932 statistics announced to- 
day. 

There were 160,329 divorces grant- 
ed in the United States in 1932, as 
compared to 183,664 in 1931 


Increase in Missouri. 

Some of the state-by-state mar- 
riage statistics follow: 

Only 10 states of the 48, Missouri, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, West Vir- 
ginia, Mississippi, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa, New Mexico, Arizona and 
Utah, showed slight increases. All 
10 adjoined states with new and 
stricter marriage laws. 

The highest increase was in Ne- 
braska, 6.6 per cent, but there was 
a slide of 43.5 per cent in the ad- 
joining State of Iowa, which enact- 
ed an eugenics law on July 1, 1931. 

Other heavy losers were: Wyo- 
ming, 37.5 per cent; Colorado, 33.5 
per cent; Idaho, 32.6 per cent. New 
Jersey lost 13.7 per cent and Massa- 
chusetts 13.2. 


More Divorces in Arkansas. 


Rhode Island and Arkansas were 
the only two states where the di- 
vorces increased. Rhode Island re- 
ported 730 divorces in 1932, as 
against 674 in 1931, a 8.3 per cent 
increase; Arkansas, 3910 in 1932, as 
against 3476 in 1931, a 12.5 per cent 
increase. Arkansas had a newly 
enacted, more liberal divorce law. 
The greatest decrease was in the 
District of Columbia, 34.9 per cent. 

In the United States as a whole, 
there were 6.1 marriages to each 
divorce in 1932, as against 5.8 in 
1931. District of Columbia and 
New York State had 35.3 and 21.4, 
respectively. Rates in other states 
ranged from 15.4°marriages to each 
divorce in West Virginia to 1.8 in 
Nevada. 


5000 ON RELIEF JOBS STRIKE 
AGAINST 35-CENT HOURLY WAGE 


Committee at Rochester, N. Y., Re- 
fuses to Yield to Workers’ 
Demand.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 6. — 
Work on all but two of Rochester 
and Monroe County’s 40 relief pro}j- 
ects halted yesterday when 5000 
men struck in protest against fix- 
ing of their wage at 35 cents an 
hour.

XER recently obtained a Mexi- 
can license to use 500,000 watts 
power. Dr. Norman Baker, whose 
station in Iowa was ruled off the 
air, has built XENT at Nuevo La- 
redo, and is authorized to use 150,- 
000 watts power. XENT was sup- 
posed to begin broadcasting full 
power this week on 1115 kilocycles, 
close to KMOX. 

Mexico also has granted permits

Two Said to Have Confessed 
Attacks on Two Non- 
Union Shops. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MOBERLY, Mo., July 6.—Charges 
of having planned the bombing of 
two non-union barber shops have 
been filed against four barbers by 
Prosecuting Attorney Lawrence 
Holman. 

The four are Jacob Lamme, 
Jimmy Carter, Carl Lovelace and 
Ralph Murphy. Lamme and Murphy 
operate their own shops. Carter is 
a former secretary-treasurer of the 


Moberly union. Murphy later was 
released from custody, although the 
bombing charges against him have 
not been dismissed, Holman said. 
Lovelace is being held in the county 
jail at Huntsville, and Carter and 
Lamme in the city jail here. 

One shop, the Winkler and Wood 
establishment in a residential sec- 
tion, was wrecked the night of May 
30. The A. L, O’Neal shop in down- 
town Moberly was bombed a week 
ago Monday morning. Five nearby 
business houses were also damaged. 
The tota] damage was estimated at 
$1500. 

Carter and Lovelace have con- 
fessed a part in the plan but say 
they had no part in the actual 
bombing, police said. Through hours 
of questioning Lamme and Murphy 
denied the accusations. 

Lovelace left Moberly two days 
after the first bombing, and since 
had worked in a St. Louis shop. 
Chief of Police J. B. McAdams, 
Sheriff W. E. Bagby and his depu- 
ty, Eugene Pennock, went there to 
question him and returned him to 
Moberly late Monday. The arrest 
of the other three men followed 
when Lovelace confessed after his 
arrival here, after first denying 
connection with the bombing. 

Lovelace said money was solicit- 
ed from several local barbers with 
which to finance the bombing. Each 
barber contributed $2, police said, 
and was told the money was for 
“working on the scab shops,” the 
Prosecuting Attorney said. Police 
were told that a man, not a barber, 
did the actual bombing. 

Conviction of bombing under the 
Missouri law carries a maximum 
sentence of death and a minimum 
sentence of two years in State 
prison.

Warrants charging assault to kill 
were issued at Edwardsville yester- 
day against three Collinsville men 
in the investigation of the machine 


gun attack June 27 on the cafe of 
Louis Colone, Collinsville politician, 
which led to the slaying of Dan 
Maddalino, rival saloon keeper, by 
Colone. 

Those named in the informations 
are William Lecce and Charles Del- 
lapa, partners of Maddalino in the 
operation of Collinsville Park, and 
Peter Nearen, bartender at the re- 
sort. Each furnished $2000 bond 
pending a hearing July 15 at Ed- 
wardsville. 

The warrants, sworn out by 
State’s Attorney Lester Geers, were 
issued by Justice of the Peace Bar- 
nett. Several other men are being 
sought for questioning, Geers said. 
The State’s Attorney declined to re- 
veal the information on which the 
warrants were based. 

Besides their connection’ with 
Collinsville Park, Lecce is an agent 
for a St. Louis brewery, while Deli- 
lapa operates.a shoe repair shop 

James Colone, brother of Louis, 
was shot in the right ear and left 
arm during the machine-gunning. 
Examination showed 44 bullet holes 
in the Colone barroom, Jennie’s 
Cafe, Clay and Clinton streets. 

Colone told officers that “Madd=:- 
lino and two other fellows, stran- 
gers, paraded up and down in front 
of my place several times tonight,” 
and requested that his rival be 
questioned. Chief of Police Strong 
and two of his men and two State 
highway patrolmen went to the 
Maddalino home on Hesperia street, 
Collinsville, with Colone. Madda- 
lino admitted them, and Colone and 
Highway Patrolman George Kuelks 
were questioning Maddalino in a 
darkened bedroom when the latter 
was killed. Colone reported that 
Maddalino snatched up one of three 
pistols from a table as Kuelks 
turned his head for a minute. 
deputy sheriff, 
drew his own revolver, he said, and 
shot his rival twice in the head. 

Although a Coroner’s verdict of 
justifiable homicide was returned, 
Colone and State‘ Patrolman 
Kuelks were charged with murder 
in warrants sworn out by State’s 
Attorney Geers. They are at lib-

CATES REFLATION 


Prof. G. F. Warren in Speech 
Here Gives Explanation of 
Monetary Values. 


“Inflation is a rise to a price level 
to. which we are not accustomed. 
Reflation is a return to a price lev- 


el to which we are accustomed.” 


These definitions ‘were given by . 


George F. Warren, professor of ag- 
ricultural economies in Cornell Uni- 
versity, and author of books on fi- 
nance, who spoke today before the 
members’ assembly of the Chamber 
of Commerce at Hotel Jefferson. 

.Dr. Warren traced the process of 
reflation as having begun when the“ 
United States went off the gold 
standard April 19. Inflation, he said, 
is not to be expected, and has oc- 
curred in other countries only as an 
accompaniment to national bank- 
ruptcy. 

“Inflation in Germany is pointed 
out as a terrible example. But in- 
flation in Germany was due _ to 
bankruptcy ,not to any attempt to 
improve national conditions. Ger- 
many was bankrupt, and a bank- 
rupt will issue notes as long as any- 
one will take them. 

Cites Example of England. 

“England has been off the gold 
standard for 36 of the last 136 
years, and England has never had 
wild inflation. The thing for us to 
worry about is not inflation, but it 
is getting out from under deflation. 
Our plans are for justice, not for 
injustice. 

“The President is not permitted, 
under the act of Congress, to cut 
the gold content of the dollar more 
than one-half. That indicates that 
we are not in danger of wild infla- 
tion. 

“The price of gold has _ risen 
about one-third since April 19, and, 
accordingly, the value of the dol- 
lar has shrunk about one-fourth. 
If that is not clear, a minute’s fig- 
uring will make it so, and we must 
remember that the money ques- 
tion is like standing on your head 
—everything is topsy-turvy. 

Aiming at 1926 Level. 

“The general commodity price 
level must rise about 40 per cent to 
reach the 1926 price level, though 
there are some exceptions to this, 
some commodities that have risen 
out of proportion to others. The 
1926 level is within 2 per cent of 
the average of the last 15 years, 
and is taken by economists as the 
level to be reached in the read- 
justment we are having to make 
now.” 

Dr. Warren holds that the cause 
of the depression was largely a 
monetary one, related to the world 
demand for gold, and that other 
causes were secondary, or were re- 
sults rather than causes of the de- 
pression. 

Depressions and Tariffs. 

“The depression caused high tar- 
iffs, not vice versa,” he said. “If 
prices rise, we will get rid of the 
silly tariffs—they will be silly then, 
but were not so silly when they 
were enacted. 

“Everyone has to do business at

prices were 40 to 100 per cent above 
pre-war, our whole debt and price 
structure became adjusted to high 
prices. This was not due to any 
fault of ourselves. It was due to 
the reduced world demand for gold. 
Practically all of the business ex- 
periences of men who are under 40 
years of age have occurred at these 
high price levels. 

“When the world attempted to re- 
turn to the gold standard and we 
attempted to maintain our pre-war 
currency, we were confronted with 
the inevitable collapse in commod- 
ity prices and the inevitable col- 
lapse of business and credit which 
the collapse in commodity prices 
caused. 

The Dollar, and Debts. 

“No modern nation has ever car- 
ried through an amount of defla- 
tion such as we attempted, but have 
now found impossible to carry out. 
We were confronted with the neces- 
sity of cutting the whole public and 
private debt and tax structure to 
the reduced prices; reducing freight 
rates, railroad bonds, life insurance 
policies; defaulting by cities in a 
wholesale way; and continuing un- 
employment. Fortunately, before 
social chaos developed, we were 
forced off the gold standard. There 
was only enough gold to supply 
those who wished it for a few more 
days, when we suspended the privi- 
lege of withdrawing it. It is quite 
immaterial whether the people who 
withdraw the gold live in France, 
the United States, or in England, 
the result is precisely the same. 

“If at any time we attempt to 
restore the gold dollar containing 


the price level of the day in which 
he lives. During the period when 
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23.22 grains of gold, and require 
that the debts be paid in such dol- 
lars, we will simply be resuming 
the chaos which was just ahead of 
us when we were forced off of the 
gold standard. 

“The only alternative to reducing 
the debt and price structure to the 
value of gold is to revalue the dol- 
lar so as to raise the price struc- 
ture to the level to which debts, 
taxes and other charges are most 
nearly adjusted.” 

Dr. Warren was one of the auth- 
ors of the Goldsborough bill, for re- 
valuation of the dollar at a fixed 
purchasing price. This bill was not 
enacted by Congress, but some fea- 
tures of it appear in the adminis- 
tration program. 

In his writings immediately after 
the war, in 1918 and 1919, Dr. War- 
ren predicted a “slump in prices 
such as occurred after the Civil 
War, with a recovery and gradual 
lowering of prices. “When the 
slump comes,” he then said, “will 
be a time when general encourage- 
ment will be needed.”

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Success F Failure of Industrial 
Control Act Will Be Determined 
In 60 Days, Says Official Spokesman 


Donald R. Richberg Tells Business Men What 
the Administration Hopes to Accom- 
plish Under Program. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 6.—It is pos- 
sible that the National Recovery 
Act provides the last opportunity 
for private industry to prove that 
it is capable of managing itself, 
business men were told today in a 
speech by Donald R. Richberg, 
chief counsel for the Industrial 
Control Administration, in a speech 
before the Merchants’ Association 
here. 

The address, broadcast over a 
national hookup, had the official 
approval of Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, 
the administrator, and was recog- 
nized as the first broad statement 
of policy to come from his admin- 
istration. He delegated Richberg 
to make it. 

Richberg told his personal and 
radio listeners that the outcome of 
the administration’s effort to es- 
tablish fair competition in industry 
probably would determine whether 
the future managers of indus- 
try will be chosen by the _ stock- 
holders or by the public. Failure, 
he said, would mean either that 
the present economic system is 
unsound or that the managers are 
incapable of operating it success- 
fully. 

He declared that success or fail- 
ure of “this great adventure” will 
be determined within 60 days. 

Richberg’s Speech. oe 

Richberg, spoke in part, as fol- 
lows: 

“The question is frequently asked, 
sometimes in hope, sometimes in 
fear, often in frank skepticism: 
What is the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration trying to do? 

At the outset of an effort to an- 
swer that question, let me _ state 
some of the things that we are not 
trying to do: 

“We are not trying to establish 
public management of private busi- 
ness. * 

“We are not trying to fix prices 
or wages by governmental orders. 

“We are not trying to unionize 
labor by Federal command. 

“On the other hand, we are not 

seeking merely to encourage a brief 
business boom without any effort 
to control the forces of eventual dis- 
integration, which brought about 
the depression—and which, if un- 
c ....vlled, still menace the security 
of the American people. In a word, 
we are not trying to revive the ‘Fol- 
lies of 1929.’ 
“The objects of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act are well un- 
derstood. They are: To put more 
people to work; to give them more 
buying power; to insure just re- 
wards for both capital and labor in 
sound business enterprises, by elim- 
inating unfair competition. 

“To accomplish these high pur- 
poses the National Recovery ad- 
ministration is being organized in 
Washington as a machinery of co- 
operation between industries and 
the Government. 

“The success of this great adven- 
ture will depend largely on the 
ability of the managers of private 
business to accept a new oppor- 
tunity for self-government in indus- 
try. They can now substitute en- 
lightened co-operation in promoting 
the general welfare, for a cannibal- 
istic struggle to survive by eating 
their own flesh and blood. 
“If this adventure should fail, it 
will not be a failure of government; 
it will be the failure of an indus- 
trial system which the industrial 
recovery act seeks to improve in 
order that its values may be pre- 
served. It will mean, either that the 
system is fundamentally unsound, 
or that the present managers of 
private industry are incapable of 
operating it successfully. 
Decision Within Next 60 Days. 
“In his statement of June 16 the 
President said that this law is a 
challenge to industry and to labor. 
That challenge must be met in the 
next 60 days. If the organized 
groups of either management or 
labor fail to meet that challenge 
they will be indicted for incompe- 
tence by the suffering millions who 
are now giving to industrial leader- 
ship one more chance—perhaps the 
last—to justify its authority. 
“This is no time for men who 
have positions of power and large 
influence in shaping the policies of 
commercial, financial or labor or- 
ganizations, to hold back, either to 
placate hesitant minorities or to 
serve selfish special interests. The 
forces of the depression have not 
been conquered merely by a rise in 
commodity prices or in the market 
quotations of stocks and bonds. 
We have still millions of men and 
women out of work; we are spend- 
ing millions of dollars every day to 
keep these unemployed masses and 
their dependents from starvation. 
| s Opinion as Lawyer. 
“As the legal adviser of the na- 


competition which is more unfair 
or more harmful to all the people 
than the competition of low wages 
and long hours, which the national 
recovery act seeks particularly to 
eliminate. 

“Third, if any man fears that, in 
the establishment of a law of fair 
competition, he may be deprived of 
some constitutionally protected 
freedom of action, his present 
course should be clear. Let him 
first join with his fellows in writ- 
ing the rules of the game, before 
protesting that he is sure the rules 
will be unfair. Let him then try 
to play the game according to the 
rules, which may be a novel but 
perhaps an educational experience 
for many who have been accus- 
tomed to dignify lawless self-asser- 
tion and disregard for the rights 
of others, with such noble words as 
‘individualism’ and ‘liberty.’ 

Says No Rights Will Be Invaded. 

“Finally, constitutional rights are 
not invaded by proclamation, or 
statements of public policy, or even 
by grants of extraordinary power 
to meet extraordinary needs. They 
are invaded only by the exercise of 
force to take from a man a liberty. 
or a property right, of which he 
may not be lawfully deprived. 

“Let me say now and emphatical- 
ly that the national recovery ad- 
ministration expects to operate so 
far inside the boundaries of consti- 
tutional power that judicial deter- 
mination, even of borderline cases, 
will not be necessary. But, if the 
learned members of my profession 
(in which two opinions can always 
be obtained) feel at any time that 
the administration has erred, the 
courts, zealous to protect liberty 
and property, are always open and. 
they are the final arbiters of what 
may or may not be lawfully done. 

What Codes Should Accomplish. 

“Every substantial industry in the 
country is being urged to prepare 
and to submit promptly a basic 
code of fair competition. This code 
should provide for such a shorten- 
ing of the hours of labor as will 
bring about the immediate re-em- 
ployment of the number of men 
normally attached to the industry. 
This code should establish mini- 
mum wages for the hours of work, 
so that a decent living may be as- 
sured to the humblest worker. This 
code should contain also the man- 
datory provisions of the act, pro- 
tecting the rights of self-organiza- 
tion and collective bargaining for 
all employes. 

“We cannot wait to hold adequate 
hearings upon complicated codes 
concerned with the intimate prob- 
lems of particular industries. The 
ability of each industry to increase 
employment, to add to its payrolls 
depends in large measure upon con- 
certed action. There must be a 
united attack of all industries upon 
low wages and long hours, a simul- 
taneous rise of purchasing power 
all along the line. The new buy- 
ing power created by the increased 
payrolis of each industry will help 
to absorb the products of all the 
others. 

The Textile Code an Example. 

“The recent public hearings on 
the code submitted by the cotton 
textile industry have helped to 
make plain the method and objec- 
tives of the administration. A ba- 
sic code, simple in form and com- 
paratively brief, was presented; 
and in it was laid the groundwork 
for a future more comprehensive 
code. The schedule of maximum 
hours of work for men and for 
machines, and the schedule of min- 
imum wages, did not provide prece- 
dents for any other industry. But 
the method of arriving at these 
schedules was significant. 

“Here is an industry which has 
been historically operating long 
hours on a low wage level. Natural- 
ly, low prices for its products have 
followed upon the competition in 
low operating costs. Any revolu- 
tionary increase in costs would re- 
quire a revolutionary increase in 
prices, with drastic and uncertain 
consequences to an industry mark- 
edly competitive within itself and 
with other industries. All these 
factors had to be weighed by the 
industrial representatives assisted 
by the impartial services of our 
Government agency. 

Four Points in Textile Code. 

“In the end, a brief basic code 
drafted by the textile operators of- 
fered four changes in industrial 
practice which are of startling con- 
sequence: 

“1. Abolition of child labor. 
“2. Substantial reduction of hours 
of labor in this industry to two 
shifts of 40 hours per week.” 

“3. Increase of minimum 
to the purchasing power level of 
wages for the longer hours of 
1929 


“4. Limitation of machine hours 
to 80 hours per week, checking 
eliminating the 
‘graveyard’ shift at night and giv- 


ROOSEVELT SEEKS 
TO HURRY WRITING 
OF FACTORY CODES 


Confers With Johnson and 
Roper on Means of Get- 
ting Industries to Fall 
Into Line. 


WANTS PROGRAM 
IN FORCE IN 60 DAYS 


Some Plants Reported Tak- 
ing Advantage of Situa- 
tion to Speed Production 
at Low Wages.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—The ad- 


ministration is contemplating steps |- 


to hurry up industries which of- 
ficials say have been disappointing- 
ly slow in shaping trade agreements 
under the National Recovery Law. 

The situation was up for analysis 
and decision at a session today be- 
tween President Roosevelt and Hugh 
S. Johnson, the recovery adminis- 
trator, and Secretary Roper, chair- 
man of the Cabinet Advisory Com- 
mittee on Industry. 

At the rate industries are mov- 
ing, officials regard it as likely that 
wage increases cannot become ef- 
fective on a big scale before the 
end of summer, whereas the ad- 
ministration objective is to have the 
entire program well in operation 
within 60 days. Furthermore, it was 
definitely understood that Johnson 
and Roper had information to lay 
before the President showing that 
while many industries are debating 
what to do, individual factories 
have jumped in to take advantage 
of the expected advance in prices, 
by running full tilt-at present low 
wage levels, piling up cheap stocks 
with-the intention of making a big 
profit on them later. 

Danger of Old Abuse. 

Should this policy continue ad- 
ministration men see a danger that 
over-production might again break 
down the. painfully built .upward 
movement. 

The cotton textile industry’s code 
of fair competition, first to be sub- 
mitted to the national recovery ad- 
ministration, today was ready. for 
President Roosevelt’s scrutiny. The 
agreement was expected to be 
placed before the Chief Executive 
with recommendations from John- 
son. 

The administrator recently said 
Roosevelt probably would take 
several days to review the textile 
code and decide on its promulga- 
tion. 

The textile agreement provides 
for a 40-hour week, minimum 
wages of $12 in the South and $13 
in Northern mills. It also outlaws 
child labor. 

In preparation for receiving 
codes, Johnson announced the ap- 
pointment of Edward R. Stettinius 
Jr., a vice president of the General 
Motors Corporation, as liaison offi- 
cer between the recovery admin- 
istration and the Industrial Ad- 
visory Board consisting of eight 
well-known business leaders.

The National Millinery Council, 
composed of four organizations in 
the women’s hat trade, had submit- 
ted a code, and representatives of 
other branches of the apparel in- 
dustry were conferring to reach 
agreements in their own lines when 
Howard was: stricken in a hotel 
elevator returning ‘from lunch. 
Howard suffered a slight cut on the 
forehead when he fell to the floor. 
Physicians revived him in his rooni 
with stimulants and ordered him 
to take a complete rest.

Finland, the only country thus far 
to meet its requirements in full, 
stood at the head of the list, but 
announced through its Minister that 
it would be more satisfactory to ap- 
pear later. 

Great Britain, or possibly Czecho- 
Slovakia, is expected to present its 
case for revision first, with other 
eligible nations to follow. 

The United States has barred 
France and other defaulting na- 
tions from the discussions unless 
their back payments are made. In 
the case of France a pointed note 
was sent, informing the Govern- 
ment that not only must at least 
partial payment be made on the 
June 15 instalment, but also full 
payment of the $19,000,000 payment 
skipped last December. 

Whatever agreements are reached 
at the conversations, none can be 
considered final. Congress holds 
the power to refuse to ratify, and 
sentiment on Capitol Hill has 
turned strongly against scaling 
down or canceling the obligations 
Owed this country by Europe. 


U. 8. ENVOY AT BELGIAN COURT

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PRODUCTION GAINS 
REPORTED FUR JUNE 


Employment and Payroll In- 
creases Lag Behind Advance 
in Output. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Business 
activity was reported yesterday by 
the Department of Commerce to 
have expanded further during June, 
with “the adverse seasonal influ- 
ences usually manifest at this time 
failing to halt the upward move- 
ment.” 

Employment and payroll gains 
lagged considerably behind the in- 
creases in production, however. 

Production was reported as “con- 
siderably higher” in May and June 
than in the corresponding months 
of 1932, and in June reached the 
highest levels since the middle of 
1931, 

“Steel ingot production has in- 
creased to 50 per cent of capacity,” 
the department’s s"mmary said. 
“Automobile schedules have cur- 
rently been tevised upward, and 
June output is expected to exceed 
the May total which was the largest 
since July, 1931. Electrie power 
production continues to indicate ex- 
tensive gains in manufacturing ac- 


NEW CONCORDAT 


Previous Three Made With 
Prussia, Baden and Bava- 
ria, Affected Those 
States Alone. 

By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, July 
Vatican-Reich concordat, ‘which is 
expected to be initialed soon is the 
fourth arranged with Germany. It 
will be separate from the Vatican's 
concordats with Prussia, Baden and 
Bavaria. While not combining them 
it will cover the whole Reich. Con- 
sequently it will embrace about 2,- 
000,000 Catholics previously unmen- 
tioned in the existing concordats, 
these being in Saxony, Hesse, An- 
halt, and Wuerttemberg. 

At the same time the new agree- 
ment is to fill in gaps in the others 
particularly regarding the question 
of Catholic education in elementary 
schools which is excluded by the 
Prussian concordat. 

In the new pact the German Gov- 
ernment guarantees that no dis- 
crimination shall be made against 
persons previously belonging to 
the Catholic Centrist party which 
has been dissolved. 

As compensation for this, the 
Vatican agrees to take steps to in- 
sure that no political activities will 
be permitted by Catholic Action 
groups. The German Government 
also guarantees there will be no 
more attacks on the clergy. 

It is considered probable that the 
Bavarian Embassy at the Holy See 
will be abandoned as a result of the 
concordat. 

Archbishop Grober of Freiburg, 
who assisted in the negotiations 
carried on here by Vice Chancellor 
Von Papen of Germany, will be the 
representative of the church during 
the transition period to see that the 
terms of the concordat are carried 
out. 

Both German and church sources 
here ridicule reports that the con- 
cordat carries recognition of Cath- 
olicism as a state religion, the Ger- 
mans pointing out that only a min- 
ority of the population of that 
country is Catholic.

AMnR. ROOSEVELT’S BOMBSHELL. 
it must by this time be plain that Mr. Roosevelt 
has determined to subordinate international co-opera- 
tion to what he conceives to be the necessities of his 
program of domestic recovery. His message to thé 
World Economic Conference was in this vein, and 
precipitated a head-on collision between the gold bloc 
and the non-gold countries. Their irreconcilability 
now has brought the conference to a crigis, in which 
its continuance is at stake. 

The President's position that stabilization of ex- 
change rates is not an end in itself, but should be 
part of what he calls “broader problems” ef “real and 
permanent financial stability,” is in line ith a view 
that we have also supported; but we feel that the 
manner and occasion of his statement require eluci- 
dation. 

Its abrupt announcement that America wil) not 
participate in any plan for immediate. stabilization 
widened still further the gap that had developed at 
the conference between America and the group of 
Buropean nations which are trying to remain on the 
gold standard. It. gave official blessing to the idea 
that there is a vital conflict of economic interest be 
tween America and these countries of Europe. 

It is well to remember that the nations of the gold 
bloc are just as anxious to have prosperity as is the 
United States. They also would welcome an increase 
in their internal prices, byt the experience that most 
of them had with severe inflation after the World 
War makes them dread the risks of cutting loose from 
gold. They want higher prices, but they want them 
to come with the gold standard. They do not object 
to an increase of domestic prices in the United States, 
but they have an unwarranted fear that our infla- 
tion, by its effect on exchange rates, will affect ad- 
versely their foreign trade. 

Pleasing as it might be to the pride of some Amer- 
icans to see the gold standard broken everywhere in 
Europe, it is more to our interest to have the gold 
standard maintained and to have prices rise in these 
gold standard countries. With our very large gold 
stock, we could indicate a willingness to sell gold to 
countries that need it to stay on the gold standard. 
The Federal Reserve banks, without definitely stabil- 
izing exchange, could prevent the violent fluctuations 
of recent: weeks, which have excited European fears 
of American exports, and which have introduced 
speculative uncertainty into our own foreign trade. 
We need a prosperous Europe, and Burope needs a 
prosperous America. The spokesmen in all countries 
are prone to forget this common interest. The re- 
mark in President Roosevelt’s message about the need 
of restoring world trade was true, but in view of the 
reluctance of the United States, the great creditor 
nation, to make any move for tariff reduction, his 
emphasis on embargoes was hardly appropriate or 
tactful. On tariffs, as on prices, there has been a ten- 
dency in all countries in recent months to dramatize 
supposed conflicts of interest, rather than to recog- 
nize the common interest that all have in restora- 
tion of trade. ‘ 

‘The idea has developed that tariffs are to economic 
life what armaments are to national security, and 
that, of course, no country can reduce tariffs until 
others also do so. This idea rests on confusion of war 
and trade. International trade is not war, but the 
exchange of goods. When goods cannot come into 
this country, their failure to do so destroys profitable 
markets of American manufacturers and farmers, be-. 
cause foreign purchasing power is cut off. 
Nationalism by any definition does not mean com- 
plete exclusion of foreign products. Thus, John May- 
nard Keynes, who applauds the President for refus- 
ing to join the European gold bloc against what 
Keynes believes to be the interest of the rest of the 
world, says: bd 

“Those countries which maintain or are adopting 
straightforward protectionism of the old-fashioned 
type, refurbished with the addition of a few of the 
new plan quotas, are doing many things incapable of. 
rational defense. Thus, if the World Economic Con- 
ference achieves a mutual reduction of tariffs and 
prepares the way for regional agreements, it will be 
matter for sincere applause.” 

There are conflicts of national interests at Lon- 
don. The tragedy of the conférence is not the in- 
ability to adjust these differences, but the unwilling- 
ness to recognize the common interests that all have 
in the problems of international réconstruction.

BEGIN NOW. 

After the backers of repeal in Missouri have steered 
their craft between the Scylla of an election before 
Aug. 20 and the Charybdis of a vote in September, 
they will still face a grave and perpléxing problem. 
They will neéd to make certain that the people of 
Missouri are prepared to vote their sentiments. To 
put it bluntly, they wil then have to educate voters 
on how to mark their ballots at the special election. 

If this seems an undertaking too elementary to be 
necessary, let it be said that such a campaign will 
-be no reflection on the intelligence of the people of 
Missouri. The need for it grows out of the wording 
on the ballot as required by the Weeks Act. The 
Weeks Act, as is well known by now, makes a prac- 
tice of being obscure wherever obscurity is obtain- 
able, and the section relating to the ballot is certain- 
ly no exception to the rule. 

- Depigned to set up permanent regulations for pass- 
ing on all Federal amendments submitted to State 
conventions, the Weeks Act makes no mention of pro- 
hibition or repeal, Under it the candidates for dele- 
gates will be in no way identified as wet or dry. In- 
deed, the ballot will not even contain the names 
of the candidates for delegates, and so that means 
of identification will also be defiled. In lieu of the 
names, Section 8 of the Weeks Act says that the 
ballot shall read: 

1. For the delegates favoring the pending 
amendment to the Constitution of the United 


States. : 
2. For the delegates opposing the pending 
amendment to the Conatitution of the United 


States. 

The danger lies in the likelihood that many peo- 
ple who desire to have prohibition repealed will in- 
terpret “pending amendment” in the first choice to 
rhean the eighteenth amendment and thus be led 
to vote for thé second choice. This would be a confu- 
sion of the eighteenth amendment with the proposed 
(“pending”) twenty-first, or repeal amendment, and 
the seriousness of it cannot be exaggerated. It 


would mean simply that the person opposed to Fed-| 


eral prohibition, who is not properly informed, would 
be voting for delegates pledged to the retention of 
the eighteenth amendment. 

A preliminary check shows that Missouri needs 
an intensive course of instruction along this line. An 
investigator has found that lawyers and others who 
have had judicial experience would have voted for 
prohibition instead of for repeal, had not their at- 
tention been called to the confusion of the two amend- 
ments. The situation requires a State-wide campaign 
of education, conducted by the repealists. They must 
make*it plain in every precinct that the way to vote 
for repeal is to vote for choice No. 1+“for the dele 
gates favoring the pending amendment”—by drawing 
a line through choice No. 2. 

It is distressing to think that, after Missouri final- 
ly completes the various steps of the complicated 
preliminary procedure, the State might vote for re- 
taining prohibition when it intended to vote for. 
repeal. How a voter intends to vote is not what 
counts. It is how his ballot is marked. 

The 1933 Legislature is responsible for the danger. 
It is the responsibility of the repeal leaders to do 
everything possible to avert such a calamity.

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| SOME FACTS ABOUT CHEESE. 

Forty years ago, a young New York cheésemaker 
named Emil Frey, attefnpting to make Limburger 
cheese from American materials, accidentally pro 
duced the cheesé now known as Liederkrans. Frey, 
now an old man, went from his present home in Van 
Wert, 0., to New York recently, where a celebration 
was given in his honor. : 

It recalls the honor paid to Marie Harel, a French 
reasant who lived near Vimoutiers, in the. French Prov- 
ince of Normandy, and who is credited with making 
Camembert cheese famous. Not long ago, a monu: 
ment was erected to Marie Harel in Vimoutiers and, 
since this was a new kind of heroine to be immor- 
talized in stone, the incident attracted world-wide at- 
tention. The story is that Marie Harel, who lived 
from 1761 to 1817, sheltered a réfugeé from the French 
Réign of Terror, and he, in gratitude, gave her a se- 
cret formula, from which she produced Camembert. 

Strangely enough, Liederkrans cheese; though a 
very familiar brand, is not méntionéd in the én- 
cyclopedias, which givé full mention to Edam, Pat- 
mésan, Cheddar, Stilton, Roquefort, Brie and Lim: 
burger, lingering over the idiosyncrasies of each. Our 
research, howevér, was not entirely unrewarded. It 
produced, for example, the fact that, though Limburg- 
er is popularly associated with Germany, it really 
takes its name from Limburg, Belgium. As yet, the 
town authorities have not filed a libel suit. 

We were somewhat appalled by the fact that Par- 
mesan is aged as long as whisky used to be—three or 
four years—and its shiny ebony finish is produced 
by rubbing with charcoal and linseed oil. Speaking 
of age, cheese Was known to the Greece of Homer; it 
attracted the philosophic attention of Aristotle and 
the medical opinion of Hippocrates. The Egyptians 
had @ word for it, too, and there it was made from 
sheep's milk.

Toward a Decent Adjournment 


, LONDON, July 6. 

HE problem of adjourning the World 

Economic Conference is now the main 

business of the conference. On the es 
sential point, there is really no disagree- 
ment. It is generally recognized that, ex- 
cept possibly for certain arrangements re- 
lating to the control of production, no im- 
portant decisions ave possible at this time. 
Tariffs can be discussed. They cannot be 
regulated until pricés and currencies are 
more clearly defined. The monetary prob- 
lem cannot be dealt with here under pres- 
ent conditions, 

In its immediate aspects, no decisions are 
possible bécause the American monetary 
movement has not yet been completed, be- 
causé the future of the gold currencies has 
not yet been finally tested, because the 
British cannot or will not openly commit 
themselves. The more far-réaching as- 
pects of the mioney problem, such as the 
working out of plans for the future of a 
managed gold standard, could, perhaps, be 
examined quietly by experts, but they can- 
not, I believe, be publicly-discussed by re- 
sponsible Ministers as long as the position 
of ‘some of the gold currencies is unsettled. 

Therefore, in one form or another, an ad- 
journment or a recess, or the equivalent 
by some othér name, is necessary. The ques- 
tion is how to produce this adjournment in 
a way which will inflict the least damage 
wpon the prestige of the governments, Here 
there is room for ingenuity and diplomatic 
finessé, and in the next few days many dif- 
ferent formulae will be considored. What 
is desired ig a form of adjournment which 
will not be a breakdown amidst bitterness 
and ) tion. What is needed is the 
kind of adjournment which will give time 
for American policy to be consummated, for 
American ideas to be more clearly formulat- 
ed, for the American répresehtation to be 
recognized, for the future of the gold cur- 
rencies to become unfolded, for Britain to 
choose a definite course, | 

In short, the problem is how to achieve 
a constructive rather than a destructive

Men are not waiting for the conference to 
save them. The recovery has been proceed- 
ing while the conference has been wrang- 
ling, and it is on the economic facts rather 
than upon conference resolutions and dec- 
larations that men’s interest everywhere

Naturally, everyone is reserved and skep- 
tical, and no one wishes to appear a foolish 
optimist. The governments are capable of 
doing reactionary and dangerous things. A 
controlled inflation which is really con- 
trolled is not yet a guaranteed success. But 
the fact is there, nevertheless, that world 
prices, and not merely American prices, are 
rising, and that men all ovér Europe as well 


as in America are beginning to go back 
work. 


In the group of countries which do about 
75 per cent of the trade of the world, in the: ' 
whole dollar and sterling area, it is hardly 
disputed that the American program is, in 
its actual effects, not a selfish and isolat- 


ed kind of nationalism but an example 


and an energizing force upon the whole 
world economy. It is well to bear these 
things in mind. For they are the real things 
which offset the relatively petty melan- 
cholia that pervades this misconceived and 


disorganized and badly timed conference. 


For example, the financial editor of the 
London Times, who rarely faila to represent 


departure from Ameérican legislative prac 
tice. It tends to create a new system 
relationships in American industry and bus 
ness.

RECLUSE'S $4,000,000 
ART GRUP ON DISPLAY 


Collection Which Late John 
Gellatly Gave to U. S. 
Crowded in Museum. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July  6.—It’s 
where the populace can see it now 
—that rich gift of art, an estimated 
$4,000,000 worth, which the late 
John Gellatly, recluse connoisseur, 
bestowed on this nation. 

No money was left to’ bury Gel- 
latly when he died in 1931. His es- 
tranged second wife placed his 
body in her lot in the Congression- 
al Cemetery here. There is no me- 
morial to him there. But if there’s 
ever a national gallery of art, it 
may be, in a sense, his monument. 
For the crowded way his trea- 
sures are displayed in the national 
museum has set Washington talking 
again of what artists say is the 
need of a Federal gallery for just 
such invaluable objects as those 
over which the Gellatly-given god- 
dess Kwan-Yin watches. Kwan-Yin 
is a Chinese polychrome figure of 
great size. 

A portrait of Gellatly, a hand- 
some white-haired, white-garbed 
man, hangs two doors from his 100 
choice paintings, his Chinese glass, 
his jewels and his saints. Never 
can this portrait of himself be hung 
among his treasures, for Gellatly 
stipulated no additions could be 
made to his collection, and the por- 
trait wasn’t finished until after his 
death. 

“It’s a pure technicality,” pro- 
tested Ralph Seymour, here to in- 
stall the collection on which he 
worked with Gellatly for a decade. 
“He saw and accepted his portrait 
before he died. It belongs in his 
collection.”

The Early Life of the New Heavyweight Champion 
as an Apprentice to a Cabinetmaker in Italy 


—After Being an

CHAPTER TWO. 

WAS born in the village of 

Sequals, Italy, about 60 miles 

northwest of the historic city 
of Venice, 27 years ago this coming 
October, on the 25th of that month 
to be exact. My father and miother 
—Sante and Giovanna Carnera— 
are still living and in the best of 
health at this writing, I am most 
happy to know, as are my brothers, 
Secundo and Severiano who are 
twins. The latter has been in the 
United States for several years. 
Nearly everyone who visited my re- 
cent training camp at Pompton 
Lakes, N. Y., either met or saw 
“Sev.” The youngest in our family, 
he is my particular pal. Like Sec- 
undo, who has been living in Lon- 
don for some time, Severiano is a 
skilled mosaic worker—a trade at 
which I; too, might have been ex- 
pert had not wanderlust seized me 
when I was in my early ‘téens. I 
took to the road with a little cir- 
cus as a wrestler, strong and handy 
man. But I am getting ahead of 
my’life story; I must learn, they 
tell me, to pace that as much as 
an experienced -boxer. does his 
work in the ring. 
‘There were’ hardly more than 
300 residents of Sequals at the time 
of my birth there in 1906 and not 
many more than that today. But 
of all the great places I have vis- 
ited and enjoyed from Paris to 
San Francisco, from London to 
New York—yes, even Rome and 
Venice, themselves—I think most 
fondly of' my tiny native village, 
the folks there, and the neighbors, 
who, I am sure, think more of.me 
than all the rest of the world com- 
bined. 
Every chance I have I return to 
Sequals where, I am sorry to say,

I was not of much promise as a 


Venice—the Queen City as we all 
called it. 


HEN I ‘Wee about eight years 
Was the World War broke out. 

That did not mean so much 
to Sequals at first but, soon after 
Italy joined the Allies, the pinch 
of war began to be felt. We were 
close to operations on the Italian- 
Austrian front. Most of the young 
men of the village joined the Ital- 
ian Army, goods were requisitioned 
right and left, and mosaic work 
came to a standstill. There was no 
time for such decorative art work 
in Northern Italy from 1615 on 
through 1918. 

So, when I was scarcely more 
than eight, I was apprenticed to a 
cabinet maker. That was about 
1915, I think, and fpr nearly four 
years—through the whole grim 
war—I . hauled timber, planed 
planks, and studied (not as well 
as I should) the trade of a wood- 
worker. That .business, too, suf- 
fered much with armies pushing 
back and forth through the Prov- 
ince of Udine. Well— 

Many Will say I was lucky at 
that for, had I been but a few 
years older, the future “Ambling 
Alp” might have been buried 
among the mountains of that 
name. Though I did nc reach my 
‘teens until after the Armistice, I 
could do an average laborer’s work 
long before then. I was as big as, 
and perhaps stronger than, the 
average man by my twelfth birth- 
day. That was in 1918, about two 
weeks before peace came. 

While I was strong enough to do 
a man’s work and fairly skilled for 
an apprentice at both cabinet. and 
mosaic work, I wanted to travel. In 

i. .wanted to visit 
enice ahd. Paris ‘were 


rapidly growing body demanded 
more of it than my | of $4 
a week could buy. So I tramped 
off to France early in 1919 and got 
a job near Toulouse as a day 
laborer. 

How horribly hungry I * to 
be in those days and for quite a 
time afterwards. First, 1 wags a 
cement mixer, Many a time I felt 
like eating the concrete! Later on 
I worked as a bricklayer, my pre- 
vious knowledge of mosaics helping 
meé. some on that job. From,town 
to town I wandered for abou 
years at hard labor most of the 
time. Yet I could scarcely earn 
enough (never more than a dollar 
a day) to buy sufficient food. 

Only necessity put a curb on my 
appetite and perhaps that was 
well. For when I could afford it, 
I did eat too much and I put on 
fat quickly. 

Strange as I may appear to the 
sporting public now, I was weird 
indeed in my youthful days. I 


dressed aS a peasant—a self-tail- - 


ored ‘smock, a pick-up felt hat 
(when I could find one), and self- 
made shoes (they were really san- 
dals lined with burlap) being the 
principal parts of my clothing. I 
believe that, with enough leather 
(and you will admit it would re- 
quire considerable) I can still, cob- 
ble a pretty fair pair of sandals 
for myself. And—if I ever take up 
art seriously—I can serve as my 
own dressmaker so far as smocks 
and trousers go. | 

With those. garments and that 
footwear in min just picture 
Primo the laborer of 1919-1924. I 
reached my height of 6-foot-6 in 
those years and—in spite of hun- 
ger—fat forced my usual weight to 
about 285 pounds. 

Surely I must have *been both a 
fierce yet funny sight the day I 
sauntered up to the barker of a 
small circus that Was playing just 
outside Toulouse. It was such a 
tiny show but that announcer had 
a@ voice as powerful as that of Bill 
Duffy, my American manager, or 
that of Joe Humphries, my friend 
who is the Cicero of boxing’s ora- 

rs. There was a professiongi 
strong man with this circus who 
posed on a platform and did some 


, simple lifting to help draw patrons 


but nothing. While food was plen- 
tiful and most of it cheap, my

SOR inside, I saw: professional 
wrestling for the first time. 
Really, the strong man (he 

doubled in weight-lifting) was hard- 
ly more skilled than a raw ama- 
teur but he challenged the patrons 
and threw them with ease. After- 
wards, when the show was over, 
he asked me if I had ever wrestled 
and I told him I had done so often 
as a boy. So he offered to give me 
some lessons; but from the start 
I had no difficulty in throwing 
him—not through skill but through 
brute strength. As a result, that 
circus added another strong man 
to its payroll at a wage of slightly 
more than a dollar a day with— 


‘and this was most important—-food 


thrown in. .And how that lifting 
and wrestling all comers increased 


my already mammoth appetite! 

With money scarce and paying 
crowds poor indeed, we traveled 
from village to village for almost 
four years. When not performing, 
I did general: circus hand chores 
with the show—often working like 
a horse and eating twice as much. 

Humorists have cften said since 
that I ate that circus out of bus- 
iness. At any event, it broke up 
after about four years and I found 
myself among the unemployed in 
the south of France in 1928. Now 
and then I would get brief jobs as 
a laborer but they were few and 
far between. I was reduced almiost 
to beggary and many a time I felt 
like returning: home. But I hated 
to do so, a complete failure. Mean- 
while, hunger was making me al- 
most - d rate. I did manage to 
consume huge amounts of raw 
vegetables, often’ rooted from the 
fields at night. But that was not 
enough for me. 

Then came the biggest break in 
my life thus far—my chance meet- 


ing with Paul Journee, famous 
French heavyweight boxer, more 
than five years ago. I shall never 
forget that day. I was down in 
the mouth, weary from walking 
about looking for work in vain— 
fat on the surface from eating too 
much when I had the opportunity, 
and hungrier than ever, it seemed. 

Trudging along a dusty white, 
sunburnt foad I happened to see 
another big fellow coming my way. 
His clothes were magnificent com- 
pared to mine. He stared at me, 
started to walk past, and then 
spoke pleasantly. Now I smile and 
laugh readily. The stranger and I 
were soon chatting. Never before 
had I heard of boxing. I was to 
hear much of it from that stranger] 
who proved to be Paul Journee.
